The City Board of Canvassers of the City 
of Lansing met in Room G-36, Ist floor, 
City Hall on Tuesday, June 9, 1970, to can- 
vass the returns of the Special School 
Election held on Monday, June 8, 1970. 


Present: Roger M. Busfield, Jr., Beulah 
M. Rouse, Esther M. Niver and Theo Fulton, 
City Clerk—4. 


Absent: Phillip Ballbach notified the 
Clerk of the Board of Canvassers of his 
resignation on June 9, 1970, due to his mov- 
ing outside of the City of Lansing. 


The Board canvassed the votes with the 
following results: 


PROPOSITION 
(LANSING SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PROPOSITION) 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Proposition—“Shall the limitation on the 
total amount of taxes which may be assessed 
against all property for all purposes in 
Lansing School District, Michigan, be in- 
creased by 4.85 mills on each dollar ($4.85 
on each $1,000.00) of the assessed valua- 
tion as equalized of all property in said 
school district for the year 1970 for the 
purpose of providing additional funds for 


school operating purposes?” was 12,971 of 
which: 


6,431 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


6,540 votes were cast against the propo- 
sition 


Whereas, the Proposition having not re- 
ceived sufficient votes was defeated.

The City Board of Canvassers of the City 
of Lansing met in Room G-36, Ist floor, 
City Hall on Wednesday, August 5, 1970 
to canvass the returns of the General Pri- 
mary Election held on Tuesday, August 4, 
1970. 


Present: Roger M. Busfield, Jr., Beulah 
M. Rouse, Esther M. Niver and Theo Ful- 
ton, City Clerk—4. 


The Board canvassed the votes with the 
following results: 


PROPOSITION NO. I 


(Re-zoning from “A” One Family Residen- 
tial ee to Community Unit Plan Dis- 
trict’). 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Proposition—‘“Shall the legislation passed 
on May 8, 1967, rezoning the 100 and 200 
blocks of East Jolly Road (south side of 
street) from “A’’ One Family Residential 
District to Community Unit Plan, be 
adopted?” was 21,348 of which: 


7,825 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


13,523 votes were cast against the prop- 
osition 


Whereas, the Proposition having not re- 
ceived sufficient votes was defeated, 
PROPOSITION NO. II 


(Amending Sub-Section (b) of Section 7.9 
of Chapter 7 of the Lansing City Charter’) 
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The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition—‘‘Shall Section 7.9 (b) of Chap- 
ter 7 of the Charter of the City of Lansing, 
which establishes separate divisions within 
the Finance Department, be amended to 
add a new division under the Finance De- 
partment which shall be known as the Divi- 
sion of Income Tax?” was 20,531 of which: 


8,548 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


11,983 votes were cast against the prop- 
osition 


Whereas, the Proposition having not re- 
ceived sufficient votes was defeated. 


PROPOSITION NO. III 
(LANSING SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PROPOSITION). 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Proposition—“Shall the limitation on the 
total amount of taxes which may be as- 
sessed against all property for all purposes 
in Lansnig School District, Michigan be 
increased by three and seventy-five hun- 
dredths mills on each dollar ($3.75 on each 
$1,000.00) of the assessed valuation, as 
equalized, of all property in said school 
district for the year 1970, for the purpose 
of providing additional funds for school 
operating purposes?” was 24,352 of which: 
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11,484 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition 


12,918 votes were cast against the prop- 
osition 


Whereas, the Proposition having not re- 
ceived sufficient votes was defeated.
